ROM one end to the other of 

the main street of almost 
any town or city you will see 
the brilliant glow of neon signs, 
another of the miracles of our 
modern age. 


These bright glowing signs, 
visible in day as well as at 
night, are made of glass tubes 
filled with a gas called neon, 
which is changed ‘into « tongue 
of fire by 'a current of elec- 
tricity. The name- “neon,” 
meaning “new,” was applied to 
the gas when it was discovered 
nearly 60 years ago. In recent 
oe neon has been made use- 
ul. ‘ : 


‘Neon is a safe, Harmless yas 
found in the air., We breathe 
it every day, but in such small, 
quantities that all you-inhale in 
three ‘or four hours adds up to 
about one lungful. 


To separate neon from the 
oxygen, nitrogen and other 
gases.in the air, the air is com- 
pressed and cooled until it turns 
into a pale blue liquid. » When 
air turns to liquid form it is 
about 400 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, which is more than 
300 degrees colder than the 
coldest place on earth, ~ 


The other gases in the air do not 
object ‘too strongly to being in 
liquid form and are slow to evap- 
erate—which Is simply changing 
back to a gas. But neon likes to 
be a gas and = so it “sneaks off” 
ahead of the other gases by the 
process of quicis evaporation. The 
first “steam” from liquid air is 
collected and the result Is mostly 
neon. 


. Neon is a curious, lazy gas and 
slgnmaking is about the. only 
worthwhile thing it does. The gas 
helps an ‘electric current to “jump” 


from .one end of a tube to the 
other. Instead of sparking, as 
electricity docs in air, the gas 


glows with a-strong light.
